Bridges and Roads. 

Wo have frequently found it neces- 
sary to call public attention to the 
defeotive 8tato of our bridges. Win- 
ter is now approaching, and nothing 
has beon done to lender the three 
principal bridges in this part of tlio 
Colony safo for public traffio. The 
JamoB Bay Bridge, and the two bridges 
on the Eaquimalt road, mute the corv 
neotion botweon the Capital, tho Gov- 
ernment Building*, and tho head 
quarters of the navy complete : tbot-o 
bridges are all of tbena at present in 
a condition which is a standing re- 
proach to tho Colony, and a disgrace to 
t>e Government. It may bo possible 
that each of the bridgOB may las', 
for some time longer, but the taut of 
their having boon for months past 
left in an unsafe condition, betokens a 
want of interost in the puolie woik, 
and a neglect of duty in the depart- 
ment to which theao mat'ors espooial-. 
ly appertain, that cannot bo too high- 
ly reprobated. It is excessively in- 
vidious to bo continually finding fault 
with any particular department of the 
Government, but our duty as publio 
journalists does not permit of luese 
things being passed over in silonco. 
We must, in tho interests of the public, 
protest against a continue uce of tuo 
present apatbetio systom of allowing 
publio works to take caro of them- 
selves. It is not only respecting tho 
bridges whioh wo have mentioned that 
we have to complain of tho caroloss- 
ness of tho Department of Lands and 
Works. In the agricultural dimriots the 
murmurs reepectiug tho want of offi- 
cial surveys for roads are loud ; the 
farmers hositate to throw away tboir 
labor upon making a road this year 
whioh may bo rendered useless next 
year through an alteration in tho sur- 
vey. ThiB inoonvenienoo would be ob- 
viated by tbe roads being at onoe per- 
manently laid out by tbe Government 
Burvoyora in all seulod districts, and 
if they were aided by the farmers in 
tbe seleotion of the best routes, there 
would be every pronpect of satisfac- 
tion being given to those most con- 
corned in tho establishment of a pro-, 
per system of roads through the 
country. Tbe farmers aro quito will- 
ing to do t!ieir part towards making 
and maintaining roads if tho Land 
Offioe will discharge their share of the 
work. It becomes more essential, as 
year by year more land if brought 
under cultivation, to see that the 
country roads receive proper attention; 
but tho farmers cannot hope to have 
soch assistanoo as tbey are ontitlod to 
expeot frox the Land Office until they 
themselves collectively take tbe matter 
up and make their wants known, and 
insist upon their position being rocog- 
nized as of some woight and worth In 
tho Colony. The population employ- 
ed in the cuitivution of tho soil in 
Vancouver Island is more than double 
what it was five years ago, yet it i- 
only thought necessary to give them 
one representative in tho Legislative 
Council. This iB a elate of things to 
which the people ought not to submit, 
and it behoves them to make a load 
and firm protest -against it. Tho 
Governor of tho Colony cannot roluse 
to listen to tho voico of tho people if i- 
be raised strongly and persistently for 
thoir rights. Ha may bo unwilling to 
mako concessions, but it is impos«iole 
that a country can bo ruled for any 
length of tiroo in disregard of tbe 
warns and desires of the population. 
Unity of aotiun and persistency in tho 
advocacy of those things vvbioh are 
really requirod throughout tho coun- 
try meat havo its weight in due time, 
and it soems only neoegHury to poim 
out tho way in which certain improve- 
ments can ho mado in tho present 
system of publio works to insuro at- 
tention from tho proper quarter.

Editorial Corresi»ourAeace—No. 20. 

San Francisco, Oct 22, 18C8. 
Two days ago I returned to this city from 
the East after a passage of nearly four weeks 
from Now York, and was at once impressed 
favorably with the substantial evidences of 
progress presented on every side. During my 
absence many elegant structures bad sprung 
up. I found the sidewalks thronged with 
a busy multitude, and the streets crowded by 
drays and teams on their way to and from 
the wharves with merchandise ; real estate 
waB high and advancing, and a blight 
autumnal sun seemed to sped its rays approv- 
ingly upon foe lively scene. Of a truth, 
thought I, as I stood upon Montgomery 
Street, on Tuesday afternoon, and noted the 
bustle and life about me, if there be a city on 
the face of this broad earth with a brilliant 
future, that city is Sao Francisco; its growth 
is unparalelled, save by that of New York ; 
the wealth of the whole coast will bo poured 
into it lap, and every other oity mast look to 
San Franciscans to promote its prosporiiy by 
the investment ol their surplus capital and will 
exist upoo its good nature, and flourish only 
in tho rays of its favor. In a few short 
hours how changed this rose -colored picturo, 
and how gladly would the richest capitalist 
here to-day part with his property for a titho 
of the figure at which beheld himself worib 
the day previous. At precisely seveu 
minntes to eight o'clock yesterday morning 
(this is tin record furnished by the clock on 
Tucker's Building, which stopped at that 
hour) I was lying in bod in a thrse-Htory 
frame buildiog in the suburbs. Tho air was 
close, and laden with fragrance from 
the floral treasures which surround most 
private residences in tne neighborhood, when 
auddeDly, without a moment's warning or 
the slightest premonition of danger, the 
house was struck us a ship is etruok in a 
Chinese typhoon. Tho window frames 
rattled, the wulls shook and bowed to 
eaah other and the ceiling appeared 
ready to fall upon me. In an instant J 
comprehended the oature of the shook — 
knew that an eurtltfjuuka before which the 
strongest house might auccuiab, was in pro- 
gress. The only pirson in the room he- 
Bides myaelf was thrown violently upon the 
bed and there lay until at tho expiration of 
not exceeding thirty seconds (some authori- 
ties say forty-t»o aecorid j ) tha violence cf 
the shock had abated, and we were enabled 
■ to pull on the necessary articles of clothing 
and eeek safety by flisbt to the street, w!;«re 
a scene I shall not soon forget was presented, 
The street win ciowdud with paH end 
trembling men, women and children, some 
in a state of semi-nudity, and all pcroamin ir, 
crying or shouiini: as though iho end ol time 
was at hand. Terrified horses were rearing 
and plunging ; the crash of falling cbim 
nies and the noise of breaking glasa added 
to the horror of the scene and incraaaed tho 
alarm. Following close upon tho first and 
great shock camo several others less sevo e 
in their ohiracter, but sufficiently marked 
to renew tho excitement aud induce many 
to remain out of doors the remainder ol the 
day. Many porsons in our neighborhood 
were struck by falling bricks and hurt moro 
or less severely, and one laJy, a lew door9 
below, in attempting to escape from her loi- 
tering dwelling, lell and fraciured her leg. 
A similar accident occurred on the next 
■trcet. Severe as was tho shock in this 
locality, that portion of tho city cast of 
Montgomery Bireet and along tho Water 
front suffered in a tenfold greater propor- 
tion. The land on which this part of the 
oity rests was raado or reclaimed from tho sea, 
and upon it aro located tha principal whole- 
Bale stotos and warehouses. The damage 
wr,jght hBfo is perfectly appalling. All 
the buildings aro more or less damaged. 
Many have fallen and become an indis- 
tinguishable mass of rubbish, beneath which, 
alas I were crushed out several valuable 
lives. The firo-walla aud ornaments I cor- 
nices of buildings were gnerally shaken down, 
and at least 3 lives saorilioed in oouHequenco 
In one instauco a former Victorian rurbed from 
a tottering building ou Suueomo street in 
company with a (riend. As they camo out 
of tho door the nro'-wall fell and crushed be- 
neath it the latter ; iho Victorian escaped 
uoharmed. The Castom House, U S Alint, 
Marine Hospital, Postulliou and City Hull 
were so shaken as to bo icndurod insecure, 
ftud tho attaches rofme to onler thorn (or the 
,1 t V ,*ho;3r/ fai&.iaiiattiivt'ii} I 



transaction of public business. The Bank of 
California building, one ol the handsomest 

structures in tbo oity, and built with special 
reference to preserve it from damage by 
earthquakes, bai settled at least one foot at 
the northeast corner; and much of tho ele- 
gant Blugreo work ol its exterior was thrown 
down and destroyed. Hay ward 'a building 
is slightly damaged. The Occidental Uo:tl, 
Lick House, and other places of pnblio 
entertainment rocked to and fro like reeds, 
lost some of their ceilings and all tbeir gnosis 
who fled to the frame buildings in tbesubnrbi 
and took np their quarters there. The Rail- 
road House was destroyed. It was unoc 
uupied. MaDy unable to find accommodation 
in frame dwellings, passed yo-terday and last 
night in the Fluza or public nqusre, in vacant 
lots and on the udjucent hilltops. On most 
of tho streots in the Irwer part of ehe oitj 
cards bearing the legend ' danger 1' aio ex- 
po>.ed, and ropes ate Btreiched across to keep 
Hpeotntors from approaching too near. Cali* 
ioruia Btreet, bolow Salome, sunk three feet, 
carrying t he tnussive buildings on either side 
with it. Douobue's and Coffey & Itisdou's 
foundries nre purtially destroyed. Neur tho 
former locality ihe earth ope-Ded and crevasses 
wide enough to admit of the passage of a 
man's leg remain open. Up through two 
of these crevasses the lide water spouted, and 
mind and ouzo from tho bottom of the harbor 
were forced to tho surface ! No business was 
transuded yesterday, tho wholesale stores 
beiog all cloud. Ths people roamod through 
the streets gazing with terrified interest upop 
the ruin which that dreadful half minute, 
when death seemed so near to all iho in 
habitants of tha great city had brought in 
iia train. Many shocks— perhaps fifty ! — 
occurred during yesterday and last night; 
Ooe, at balf-paBt twelve this rooming, 
threatened to renew the horrors of tho pre. 
ceding day, and the citizens who had lain 
down under roof to rest in tbeir clothes rose 
and fled precipitately to the Btreets and open 
ranees for lately. The alarm soon subsided, 
however, asd the people returned to their 
dwellings. Sovoral towns across tho Bay 
are almoit destroyed. This morning, aioco I 
commenced to write, several slight shocks 
huvo occurrod. The earth, in fact, seems to 
b3 . seized with a fit or ague, it trembles 
(excuse tbe stmilit, but I can thick of none 
better) like a bowl ol jelly. But wero I to 
write from now till next year I could not 
oonvey an adequate idea of the horror of tbe 
soenes through which we have passed and 
are passing, nor paint in colors too vivid the 
panic which has seized on every class of this 
comraunity. To-day an attempt is being 
made to resume buaiooss, but with indifferent 
success. Several panic-stricken families go 
East to-day by tho mail steamer ; more 
would go bad they tbe means. Should any 
froeh disturbance take place I shall write 
you again overland before I finally leave for 
the North. 

Tub Earthquakes. — We publish this 
morning an account of tbo earthquakes at 
San Francisco on the 2 1st ult, which reached 
us yesterday by overland mail, at the same 
hour that the writer arrived here per steam- 
ship Active. The letter is one of the series 
of editorial notes of travel which we have 
published ircm time to time during the past 
his. months. Sinco tha letter was written, 
fiequent shocks have oocurred, and many 
buildings damaged by lh« first shock have 
sunk eo much as to be pronouoced unsafe. 
The greatest alarm is fait lest the whole ol 
the made or recluimed land upon which tbe 
most valuable part of the city rests should 
slide out into iho bay, io wbioh case tbe loss 
would reach 860,000,000. The members of 
the C amber ol Commerce — Messrs Ralston, 
Friodlander and Olie — who telegraphed to 
\ w York that the damage was only $300,- 
000. are the laughing stocks < f tho city. The 
object of this low estimate was to pre^ 
vent a panic among Eastern capitalists 
whose means are invested in mortgages npon 
Sao Francisco property j it bad, however, a 
contrary eff ct. The great city presents a 
*ad appearance, Ooe-ihird of the brick 
buildings in tho lower part are propped op 
with scantliug extending into the streets 
and ihe remainder are vt-ry much damaged.

Free Trade. 



Editor Colonist : — At this time 
when all questions rotating to oar welfare 
might be supposed to meet with attention, 
there is oue which I thiuk has not met 
with the attention it deserves, I ulludo 
to tho question of the restoration of 
our free port. Of the six candidates 
whoso i.ddressea aro published in your 
columns; two alludo to the prcsout 
tariff, and the? faiutly suggest that it 
may be doairablo to alter it so far 
as it can be done without diminishing the 
protection at present afforded to tho pro 
ducers on the Island, a third has made a 
protest against the enormous duty (more 
thuu25 per cent) on flour; two have 
ignored the question altogether, while one 
enli^Mened gentleman, who aspires to the 
position of legislator ia this nineteenth 
century, says, that ho considers tho ques- 
tion of free trade dead and buried. 1 
know there are many professing the prin- 
ciples of freo trade who considor it ex- 
pedient to afford at present somo protec- 
tion to the Island industries. I for one 
soo groat difficuliy in only purtially re- 
storing our freo port, but do not think 
that thero is at present any iusurraount. 
ablo difficulty, financlul or othor, in restore 
ing it entirely, nor do J thiuk that tbo 
loss of the protection afforded thorn by 
tho presont tariff would in the end bo an 
injury to tho farmer, shut out from all 
markets besido Victoria and Nanaimo, 
(I omit (he mainland as it must soon bo- 
come self supporting). It surely is of the 
first importaueo to foster the growth of 
these towns; it is certain that during the 
lust two years undor the proseut syatom 
of a protective tariff, the capability of 
Victoria for consuming agricultural pro- 
duce has considerably diminished, aud it 



seems to mo that while the farmer is 
growing the corn to feed us, his customer 
is in dangar of starving, and by support- 
ing the present system ho is likely to bo 
in the condition of tho countryman in 
the fable who killed the goose which laid 
tho golden eggs. For bow does tho pre- 
sent system work ? In tho first place it 
makes Victoriu the dearest placo to live 
iu on the North Pacific Coast, and oar 
neighbors accustomed to tho prices of 
Portland ond San Francisco complain of 
the charges of our hotels aud restaurants, 
(I thiuk we hoard of this last summer) 
In the next place tho weight of tho taxes 
falls principally upon those least ablo to 
bear it. Tho poor man pays nearly the 
Barao amount as the rich man, while the 
man with a large family contributes out of 
all proportion towards the general 
revenuo. Let all consumers bear in mind 
that out of ovory hundred dollars spent io 
providing the absoluto necessaries of life, 
they contribute at loast twenty towards 
the revenuo. Lit it also bo remembered 
that merchants doing a largo busiuess, 
and tho holders of property, pay taxes 
only on what each individually consumes, 
and unless they are very self-indulgent 
contribute no moro to tho revenuo than 
the poorest mau in tho colony, while 
abseutee holders of property, whether 
receiving rents, or holding it as a 
speculation, pay nothing at all. Whilo 
considering this, let us at the same time 
comparo our present prospects with those 
that might fairly bo expected under tho 
old freo port system ; and I think that 
all will ugreo with mo that even tho two 
candidates who in their addresses have 
brought the matter of tho revision of the 
tariff most piominently forward, do not 
at present go far enough. Now let us 
see what will bo the loss to the colony, if 
the Island is mado a free port, and how it 
cun bo made up. I think it can bo mude 
up very easily, but hero I would speak 
with diffidence, trusting that this matter 
may bo taken up by somo oue moro able 
than myself. Comparing the araoant of 
goods entered at New Westminster for 
the quarter ending the twenty-fifth of 
June 1S66, and calculating the duties 
according to tho present tariff; tho duties 
collected at that port before tho Union of 
the colonies amounted to about 879,600; 
tho duties collected for tho auited c ilouy 
in tho corresponding quarter of 1868 
amounted in round numbers to about 
390,000. The difference between these 
two amounts may, I think, bo fairly taken 
as an estimate of the proportion of duties 
borno by this portion of tho colony 
The amount to-be made up is then about 
$19,400 per quarter, or say about SS0.000 
per annum. Now, in 1806 the revenue 
derived from landing permits, the real 
estate tax and trade licenses, amounted 
to at least 8100,000. Should our free 
port be restored tho Island portion of the 
rovenuo mu?t be paid principally by the 
imposition in somo form or other of these 
taxes; to these might perhaps be added 
tho tax upon salaries, and an inhabited 
hotiso tax paid by the tenant as in Eng- 
land. From these sources an ample rev« 
eune can be derived. 

With a reasonable retrenchment in the 
colonial expeuiitaro, I myself think that 
by a well digested financial scheme for 
the whole coiony in which the system of 
direct taxation was recognized as the 
best fitted to Vunconvcr Island, the 
Goverumont would bo ablo so far to' in- 
crease the general revenuo that they 
might reduco or perhaps totally abolish 
the road tolls which press hoavily upon 
the most important _ industry in the 
colony. 

I hope, sir, 1 have made it as clear to 
many of your readers as it is to myself, 
how desirable and feasible a return to tho 
old system of unrestricted trade is at 
presont, aud whon I add, that it is a re* 
form within our reach, that it is a question 
that may bo calmly debated in Legisla- 
tive Council by all members, official and 
unofficial, and can bo desided at once by 
tho good sense of the majority, I think 
I havo said enough to show that it is a 
question which may now bo fairly ngi 
tutod. Tho importance of tho subject 
must be my excuso for addressiug you at 
snch length, I leavo tho matter now, 
certain that it will find in Victoria many 
more ablo advocates.
